Parade Almost 
Washed Out 


Two murder cases are set 
for trial during the May term 
of Morgan circuit court which 
will be convened in West Lib¬ 
erty next Monday by Circuit 
Judge W. Major Gardner. 

A fairly large docket awaits 
the court and a long term is 
in prospect in view of the fact 
the sessions will be interrupt¬ 
ed by a primary election and 
Memorial Day holidays. 

The murder charge against 
Samuel D. Owens for the kill¬ 
ing of Ben Adkins, a neighbor 
in the Gordon Ford section, is 
set for trial Wednesday, May 

19. First trial of the case re¬ 
sulted in a hung jury last Oct¬ 
ober, and the case was con¬ 
tinued at the February term. 

Trials of Earl Ray Perkins. 

20. and Leslie Hibbens, 19, 
charged with murder, rape and 
armed robbery in the beating 
death of Mrs. Rissie Steele Day, 
75-year-old widow of OUie C. 
Day at her country home near 
West Liberty on Jan. 17, are 
set for June 1. The two were 
indicted by the February grand 
jury and were ordered held in 
jail without bail. 

Perkins is being held in jail 
at Winchester, and Hibbens is 
being held in jail in West Lib¬ 
erty. The court appointed Atty 
Paul Blair of Morehead to re¬ 
present Perkins along with the 
Legal Services representative, 


It rained, and it rained, and 
it rained. 

It started Thursday and con¬ 
tinued almost in a continual 
downpour throughout West 
Liberty's first annual Dogwood 
Festival last Friday and Satur¬ 
day. 

But despite the rain, the 
muggy atmosphere, the mud. 
and the inconvenience, it failed 
to dampen the spirits of the 
more than 150 area craftsmen 
and artists who showed up 
with more than 3,000 handmade 
items, mountain craftwork of 
all kinds, and art work, to dis¬ 
play and sell at the festival. 

And even the most optomist- 
ic, of which there were very 
few after the rain started, were 
amazed at the huge crowd of 
visitors which came to the fes¬ 
tival to look and to buy despite 
the rain. 

An estimated 6.000 to 7,000 
persons—many from neighbor¬ 
ing states and elsewhere in 
Kentucky—toured the 51 indoor 
booths at which local artisans 
displayed their wares and which 
were hastily erected Thursday 
night by local Kiwanians, Proj¬ 
ect Mainstream workers, and 
volunteers in the former bowl¬ 
ing lanes building after rain 
necessitated taking the festival 
indoors. 


The incessant rain all but 
washed out the parade sched¬ 
uled for Saturday morning. 
Bands which had agreed to 
participate failed to show up 
because of the rain. But sev¬ 
eral members of the Kentucky 
Corps of Long Rifles answered 
their comrade, Rex Maxey’s, 
call and showed up in buck¬ 
skins with their muzzle-loading 
rifles to help put some bang in 
the parade. 

Led by the Morgan County 
High School Band, the parade 
also included a number of local 
horsemen and their mounts,

Lack of Space, Traffic

backs was the lack of space in 
the lanes building to adequate¬ 
ly display the vast array of 
items for sale. 

Original plans were to erect 
spacious booths on Main Street 
and to restrict the area to ped¬ 
estrian travel only. But rain 
precluded this and Frederick 
and May Lumber and Supply 
Co., owners of the empty lanes 
building, graciously donated its 
use for the event and supplied 
lumber to erect the booths. 

Another major drawback was 
the traffic problem at the lanes 
building. State and local police 
were called in to direct traffic 
which at times was backed up 
as far north on KY-7 as Dr. 
Spencer's Clinic and as far 
south as the intersection of 
Main and Preslonsburg Streets

The former Governor said 
he was against an increase 
in the cigarette tax, an in¬ 
crease in j.ie property tax 
and an increase in the sales 
tax. ‘‘I am opposed to all of 
these tax increases and the 
Lt. Governor knows it", Combs 
said. 

Combs also charged that Lt. 
Governor Ford “supports basi¬ 
cally the same KEA (Kentucky 
Education Association) plan 
as I do, but he communicated 
his position to the teachers 
by letter and fcried to ke“o 
the general public from know¬ 
ing about it.” 

Combs called Ford “the most 
extravagant Lt. Governor in 
state hi:>'ry.” Pointing out 
that Ford is using state cars, 
equipment and personnel in 
his campaign for Governor, 
Combs said, "Ford has bean 
running for Governor ever 
since he gat elected Lt. Gov-, 
crncir. 

He pointed out thait Ford’s 
Lt. Governor’s office budget 
of “over $150,000 is twice as 
much as the budget for Lt.

Wendell Nickell reminds pos- 
J tal patron* that increases in 
most postage rates will take 
effect May 16 as the new U. S. 
Postal Service begins its task 
of achieving self-sufficiency 
as required by the Postal Re¬ 
organization Act. 

Nickell explained that the 
new increases—authorized on 
a temporary basis until the 
I newly-created Postal Rate 
| Commission can make recom¬ 
mendations on permanent 
! changes—will raise first class 
letters from 6 to 8 cents an 
ounce, and airmail letter rates 
from 10 to 11 cents an ounce. 
Postcards will go from 5 to 6 
cents each and airmail post¬ 
cards from 8 to 9 cents each. 

In addition, postage for se¬ 
cond and third class mail also 
will go up May 16. 

No Changes are made in the 
rates for paircel post. However, 
initial increases will be made 
in the “book rate” which is 
classified as fourth class. 

The new temporary rates 
also mryke changes in other 
postal rate categories and 
special service fees such as 
special delivery and registered 
mail. 

Any questions on the new 
rates will be answered by any 
postmciier. 

Remember — Beginning 
Sunday, May 16, raises are as 
follows; 

First Class — SC per ounce 
(If you still have 6c stamps, 
add 2C for each ounce.) 

Airmail — 1 Id per ounce

The March 
survey found 'that unemploy¬ 
ment, on a seasonally adjust¬ 
ed basic, had edged up to 6.9 
percent from 5.8 percent in 
February, and that this in¬ 
crease was largely among 16 
to 24 year-olds, many of who m 
were entering the labor force 
for the first time.

The do-it-.vourself system of 
certifying crop and set-aside 
a,tr-s under the new farm pro¬ 
grams is outlined in a new 
U -S. Department of Agricul¬ 
ture leaflet received by th.i 
County Agriculture Stabiliza¬ 
tion and Conservation Service 
(ASCS) Offices. 

The leaflet entitled ‘‘Certi¬ 
fying Your Set-Aside and Crop 
Acres” (PA-982), contains a 
reminder that set-aside, con¬ 
serving base and (Top aerps 
should be in compliance with 
program provisions when pro¬ 
ducers come in to certify their 
final acreage. If program 
acreage is not in compliance, 
a farmer can lose all or part 
of his farm program payment. 

Ralph Hamilton, chairman 
of the Morgan County ASC 
Committee, said copies of thi 
new leaflet will be mailed to 
farmers participating in the 
ASCS programs. Conies also 
may be obtained from the 
'County ASCS Office. 


Farmers in Morgan County 
ere eligible for preventive 
planting credit for feed grain 
(corn) in 1971 if they can not 
ob.ain sufficient N-cytoplasm 
or acceptable bl?nd of seed 
corn to plant at least 45% 
of She farms feed grain base. 

This provision will enable 
many producers who are un¬ 
able to obtain a sufficient 
supply of blight resistant corn 
seed to participate in the feed 
grain set-aside program and 
receive payment and preserve
